Response to Amendment 
1 . The amendment filed on 7/7/03 has been entered. Claims 1 and 8 have been cancelled 
and new claim 15 has been added. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 



3. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Laity USPN 



Laity discloses in figs. 1 and 2 a display panel module comprising a display panel 44/46 
defining a screen on a front surface; a panel-shaped module component superposed on a rear 
surface of the display panel; and an electrically insulating frame 40 enclosing the display panel 
and the panel-shaped module component so as to couple the module component; to the display 
panel. 

4. Claims 7 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Philips et al. 
USPN 5,839,058. 

Philips et al. disclose (see figs. 1-3, col. 8, lines 1-20 and col. 11, lines 30-41) a display 
panel module comprising a display panel defining a screen 70 on a front surface; a panel-shaped 
module component comprising light source 108 (as in claim 15) superposed on a rear surface of

the display panel; and an electrically insulating frame 12 enclosing the display panel and the 
panel-shaped module component so as to couple the module component; to the display panel.
